COLMAR, ALSACE, France, 
Feb. 1.-—-The policy of Alsatain 
Autonomists, as outlined by the 
, Rev. Father Haegy, one of the 
leading figures in the movement, is 
for the establishmert or “an au- 
tonomous province of Alsace in the 
united provinces of France just 
like an autonomous state is the 
United States.” 


Interviewed by a correspondent 
for the Associated Press g0o0n 
after the recent debates in the 
Chamber of Deputies on the situa- 
tion in Alsace-Lorraine, Father 
Haegy said: . 

“There is no separation move- 
ment from France. There is em- 
phatically no rapprochement with 
Germany. Make that plain to our 
American friends,” 

Father Haegy, who publishes a 
newspaper. and was a former 
deputy in the Reichstag under 
German dominion, expressed no 
bitterness toward Germany, but in- 
sisted that the Treaty of Versailles 
gave Alsace to France and that 
Alsatian leaders were fervid in the 
desire for enforcement of treaties 
and had not the remotest idea of 
secession. 

He said that Alsace haa its local 
Senate and Chamber In 1918 when 
the French returned to Alsace and 
a | asked why these should be dis- 
= | solved now. 
| Also, he asked: “Why should 
the Paris Parliament. ebject to 
German being taught in joa oo 
schools any more than Spanish in 
the Toujouse district or Italian on 
the Savoy frontier?” 

Alsace has passed through many 
vicissitudes of fortune and occupa- 
tions by French and Germans 
since the time of Louls XIV, but 
it has always remained thoroughly 
Alsatian, Father Haegy said, add- 
ing, “It would be a mistake for the 
French Government at Paris to 
prod the Alsatiang to become ¢n- 
tirely French too promptly. Let 
them become French ‘by fhem- 
selves by their own own experiences.” 

Dispatches from France on Dee. 
26 stated that Bishop Ruch of 
Strasbourg, acting on the instruc- 
tions of the Holy See, had decided 
to pronounce an interdiction of the 
practice of ecclesiastical functions 
against Father Haegy.

‘ST. PAUL MAY HAVE TO PAY 
MORE THAN 10-CENT CARFARE 


If State Board Applies Same Rule of Valuation 
and Return as in Minneapolis, This Will 
Be the Result. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 1.—The 
granting of a 10-cent cash street 
car fare in St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis by the State Railroad and 


- Warehouse Commission, which be- 
came effective last Saiurday, was 
in line with what has come to be 
almost the universal poiicy of State 
utility regulatory bodies. 

The fare, in the case of the cit? 
of Minneapolis, was grated for 
the purpose of enabling the street 
car cOmpany to earn a return of 
approximately 7144 per cent on its 
valuation. 

On the same basis a higher fare 
should have been allowed -he com 
pany in the city of St. Paul,,and 
it.is not improbable that such High. 
er fare will be ordered by the com- 
mission. The present application 
of the 10-cent fare to St. Paul is 
by stipulation between the City At- 
torney' and the company, the 
agreement being that the fare o-- 
dered in Minneapolis should app'y 
in this city. 

The stipulation was entered intd 
when it was apparent tha if the 
St. Paul lines were to be permitte! 
te earn 7% per cent on the valu;a- 
tion allowed by the commission the 
fare would have to exceed 16 cents 
Since the company had an applica- 
tion pending for higher fares the 
city was glad to have the compro- 
mise agreement. 
But the commission had adopted 
the definite policy ef fixing fares 
to give a certain return on a de- 
termined valuation, as most State 
utility regulatory commiss ons ap- 
‘pear to have done, and apparently 
it proposes. to go right ahead and 
apply the rule to St. Paul. 

Hearing Set for Feb. 11. 

The commission, to the surprise 
of both city and company, refused 
to dismiss or postpone indefinitely 
the company’s application for 
higher fares, It set the case for 
hearing Feb. 11 and indicated {t 
would go through with a complete 
valuation proceeding for the pur- 
pose of fixing a new fare. 

The City Attorney of St. Pau! 
protested that the action would 
cost $40,000, which would have to 
be paid by the car riders, and the 
street car.company insisted it was 
Satisfied with the Minneapolis rate 
for St. Paul, not because it believed 
it would: give it a fair return, but 
because it believed the traffic 
would bear no’more. But so far 
the: commission has been deaf to 
these pleas and insists upon applv-

Incidentally, the new fare order 

makes a rather marked -distinction 
between single cash fares and 
token fares in. quantity. Although 
the single cash fare is 10 cents, 
tokens may be purchased six ‘for 
45 cents. or at the rate of 7% 
cents each. The old rate was 8 
cents cash or six tokens for 40 
cents—6 2-53 cents each. 
Back of this phase of the con- 
troversy is a little bit of the well- 
known jealously of the Twin Cities. 
It is said that Minneapolis, hav- 
ing had the valuation a return 
rule applied to it, insists’ that St. 
Paul take the same treatment. 


State Commission Policy. 

But beneath it all is the policy 
of the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission, the regulatory body 
over public utilities, with reference 
to valuing properties for  rate- 
making. And the policy of this 
commission seems to be closely in 
line with that of most state com- 
missions. 

It is the story of the company 
claiming a liberal valuation, the 
city a much. lower one, and the 
commission fixing it somewhere in 
between, but usually, as in this 
case, much nearer the company’s 
claim than the city’s. It is the 
question of paramount importance 
in public utility regulation—that 
of how to determine thé fair value 
of a utility's property for rate- 
making. It is the question that 
mamy persons hope the Supreme 
Court of the United States will 
throw some light upon when it 
decides the O’Fallon railroad case 
now before it on appeal from St.

by the Twin City Rapid Transit 
Co. In each city there is a sep- 
arate subsidiary operating com- 
pany. In Minneapolis it is the 
Minneapolis Street Railway Co., 
and in St, Paul it is the St. Paul 
City Railway Co. The parent com- 
pany also owns the Twin City Mo- 
tor Bus Co. and a number of smal! 
suburban street railway lines, and 
controls the Yellow Cab. Corpora- 
tion of Minnesota, operating taxi- 
cabs in Minneapolis and St. Paul. 

The company has a good oper- 
ating record and has paid dividends 
regularly on common stock besides 
paying all preferred stock divi- 
dends and interest on-funded debt. 
The common stock outstanding is 
$22,000,000 par value, preferred 
stock $3,000,000 and bonds about 
$22,000,000. 

When Fares Began to Rise. 

From 1902 to 1917, with a 5-cent 
fare in each city, the common 
stock divifend was not less than 
5 per cent nor more -than 6 per 
cent a year. In 1918; 1919, 1920 
and 1921, with the 5-cent fare still 
in effect, the commonstock divi- 
dends ranged between 2 and 8 per 
cent a year. In the latter period 
the company was making efforts 
to increase its fares, which were 
fixed by ordinance franchises, but 
there was no State regulatory 
commission and the cities would 
not modify the franchise rates. 

In 1921 the State law was en- 
acted giving the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission contro] 
over rates and valuations of pub- 
lic utilities but leaving the cities 


tion of tracks, extensions and like 
matters. This law also authorized 
the issuance of indeterminate per- 
mits in lieu of fixed term fran- 
chises, 

The mext year, 1922, the com- 
pany succeeded in getting a 6-cent 
fare on the basis of a valuation of 
about $27,000,000 for the Minne- 
apolis property and $15,000,000 for 
the St. Paul property. 

It was in fixing these base valu- 
ations that the contentions of the 
cities were overcome and the way 
opened for further fare increases 
to provide the 7% per cent re- 
turn. 

In the Minneapolis case the com- 
pany claimed a valuation of about 
35,000,000, largely on the repro- 
duction new theory, and the city 
contended for $11,000,000 on the 
investment basis. Experts were em- 
ployed by both sides. The city’s 
expert compared 1919 price lists 
for various materials with those of 
1915 to establish ae tactor 
could be applied to the book cost 
of all tangible property. This re- 
sulted in the company’s claim of 
$35,900,000 which was whittled 
down to $27.000.000 by the com- 
mission.

$44,000,000.

MOUNTAIN LAKE, Fla., Feb, 1. 
—Declaring that “the material 
prosperity of our nation will be of 
little avail unless it is tran#lated 
into a spiritual prosperity,” Presi- 
dent Coolidge today dedicated the 
Mountain Lake Sanctuary and 
Singing Tower, a gift from Edward 
W. Bok to the American people. 

The sanctuary was established 
by Bok as a woodland retreat for 
visitors from all sections of the 


country atnd designed as well to 
attract birds of many varieties. On 
it he has erected the singing tower 
containing a carillon of 61 belis. 

A new era, Mr. Coolidge said, 
has come to America bringing to 
the people at large what in former 
days was set aside for the enjoy- 
ment of a fortunate and privileged 
few. From the raw materials, he 
said, a nation had been created and 
now the great body of the. people 
was “sufficiently relieved from the 
pressing necessities of existence” to 
“give some thought to the art of 
living.” The useful and practical, 
Mr. Coolidge added, were being 
supplemented by the artistic and 
the beautiful. 

Looking into the past, the Presi- 
dent saw a constant and inexorable 
movement jn this direction.

RAPID TRANSIT AND DOWNTOWN. 

Now that the rapid transit enabling acts have been 
sent up to the Legislature, it is possible to identify 
some of the conclusions reached in the discussions of 
the Transportation Survey Commission. 7 

Presumably, the matter of rapid transit in St. Louis 
was little better than sentimental until the commis- 
sion was created and an engineer who knows this 
subject was brought here to draw up & plan. If so. 
that is not altogether the case now. The members of 
the commission have been active, agd the necessities 
of such a development have been brought forward 
with commendable prompiness.

The Great Parking Row 


Frerce contests are raging in our large cities between street railway companies, whesh 
want to abolish all parking in congested sections, and merchants, who fear adverse 
etfects on business; the most impressive exhibit for the street railway side 
Chicago's experience, though that by no means settles the argument

bans. So are automobile manufacturers 
and dealers. Just as fiercely in favor of 
them are the street railway and other 
group transportation companies. JIn 1926. 
the United States Government took a hand, 
and through the .Department of Commerce 
circulated a questionnaire to retail mer- 
chants. The result, so far as parking was 
concerned, was thus insured beforehand. 
Not a single merchant cited parking as the 
cause Of the traffic congestion that inter- 
fered with his business. They blamed faulty 
traffic regulations, narrow streets, lack of 
parking facilities and street. cars, but not 
parking itself... Wherever proposals to abol- 
ish parking have been made, terrific howls 
have gone retail merchants. 
Such merchants in the mass are influential. 
Hence many traffic engineers handle the 
parking problem as thought it were a red 
hot poker, and struggle valiantly with pro- 
posed laws about loading freight in alleys, 
signal lights, by-pass streets, vehicular tun- 
nels, and what-not to accomplish what the 
mass transportation men insist could be ac- 
complished in no more than a day by simply 
prohibiting parking. 

Dr. McClintock, the Harvard savant, has 
had a particulariy hard time. In the fall 
of 1827 he stood boldly up in a convention 
of strget car men and proclaimed that the 
effect of parking upon traffic speed had 
been greatly exaggerated. ‘It is appar- 
ent.”” he said, “that curb parking has little 
effect upon street-car operation except on 
streets with roadways so narrow that au- 
tomobiles so parked obstruct the overhang 
of the street car." The street railway men 
snorted. They already knew that two bodies 
could not Occupy the same space at the 
same time. Their point was that even when 
parked automobiles did not overhang the 
car tracks, they required moving antomo- 
biles to move imto the track space, thus 
holding up the cars and stemming traffic. 

Dr. McClintock met the point. “Opposi- 
tion to parking on this ground.” said he. 
“will never be successful and has resulted 
only in irritation and opposition. The mo- 
toring public inevitably feels that at least 
between the times when street cars actually 
utilize the road-way occupied by théir 
tracks the space should remain available 
for any legitimate traffic purpose.” 

Since then, however, in a booklet on 
“How to Conduct a Traffic Survey.” Dr. 
McClintock has enunciated this principle. 
doubtless inspired by discoveries made in 
his Traffic Surveys: ; 


Remember, where parking can be al- 
lowed, permit it, for there ft is a eon- 
venience: that’s what curbs are for. 
But when ft outlaws the use of streets 
for too many people the needs of the 
many munet take precedence over the 
convenience of the few.

The point that most shoppers come to 
the stores On street cars, and that more 
would come that way if parking were abol- 
ished, is what the street railway men are 
trying to hammer home, and their most im- 
pressive exhibit is Chicago. In that impul- 
sive metropolis, where a traffic-crazed citi- 
zen not long ago shot down a flivverite 
who scraped the fender of his new motor, 
there was suddenly put into effect, on Jan. 
10, 1928, an absolute ban upon parking in 
the Loop. The merchants were not con- 
sulted, and they groaned aloud, but nobody 
paid any attention to them. Traffic engi- 
neers have been busy ever since, «specially 
those connected with street car companies, 
pointing out to the world that all traffic 
has been speeded up, that more automobiles 
have been able to enter the Loop than ever 
before, that accidents have been decreased 
about 30 per cent, that stores have had an 
increase instead of a decrease in business, 
and that more happy people are riding the 
ears of the Chicago surface lines.

Thus the war between the street oer and 
the automobile for a place in the streets 
goes on. There probably will be no real 
solution of the traffic problem until it ende. 
The automobile men disdain the street car 
and the motoring millions take their cue 
from them. The street car, they say, is 
simply on the wily out. But the street car 
men reply with mathematical calculations 
designed to confound this hauteur. Their 
cordon counters and traffic checkers work 
furiously gathering figures to show how 
much more economical use of the streets 
is made by street cars than br automobiles 
—that a street car occupying approzi- 
mately 320 square feet, seating 49 passen- 
gers and carrying perhaps 80 when filled.

A container which will keep your 
beverage either hot or cold is. al- 
most # necessity if you are to de- 
pend on your lunch to keep your 
diet properly balanced and your 
health properly cared for. Such 
a bottle will be for hot coffee and 
will do equally well for iced tea. If 
the lunch box seems too heavy, re- 
member that the energy you ex- 
pend in carrying it will come back 
to you many fold.

Gradually Mars is drying up, in 
much the same way as our moon 
did; and in a few million years it 
will probably be to dry and too 
cold for anything possibly to live 
on its surface. 

Mars has two moons, whereas 
the earth has only one. The small- 
er of the two is only seven miles 
through the middle, and being 
near Mars, only -one stixty-second 


of the distarice of the moon from 
the earth. It circles the wlanet 
once every eight hours, while our 
moon makes its journey around 
the earth once in 27% days. The 
larger moon of Mars, which is al- 
so comparatively close, and is i¢4 
miles through *he middle, makes 
the trip once in about 30 hours, 

Considering the two near moons, 
evenings on Mars must be very 
gay, even though they are decided- 
ly chilly.

HOW. TO GET 
SHOE VALUES

good shoe is purchased now style | 


and comfort should be obtainable, 

The better shoes are made upon 
various different lasts, a last bDe- 
ing the first step of shoemaking 
The last is a wooden body and its 
use ig similar to that of the dum- 
my figure used for fitting when 
making dresses. On this founda- 
tion the shoe is fitted and the more 
varieties of lasts the manufacturer 
has the surer one is of getting a 
perfectly sized shoe. And only the 
more expensive shoe can warrant 
the manufacturer having many 
k'nds of lasts. 

The comfortable shoe is usually 
sewed by hand. This method keeps 
the lining from wrinkling when 
sewed to the sole and heel on the 
reverse stde, shows no _ stitching 
when turned inside out, and keeps 
the material on the outside of the 
shoe from wrinkling or showing 
machine usage. A smooth, clear 
Surface is always retained by the 
hand and it feels 
easy on the foot. 

Up to quite recently a shoe was 
bought either to be comfortable or 
to be stylish. One quality rarely 
had much to do with the other. 
Today the effort to combine them 
is becoming successful. Style and 
comfort can usually be obtained 
in the same shoe if the correct 
one is bought. 

It*is difficult to tell the buyer 
exactly how one can be certain it 
is the better shoe. In the shoe 
made of reptiles, lizard, snakeskin, 
or any other sort of skin, the high- 
er priced shoe is made of one 
piece. A slit down the front of a 
reptile skin shoe shows that the 
shoe was probably made from two 
left-over pieces of material origi- 
nally used for a shoe made from 
the whole skin, and matched to- 
gether to make the second pair of 
shoes. A large number of slits in 
a shoe usually show that more 
pieces were used to make it. 

The better shoe feels better and 
smoother to the touch of foot and 
hand, looks cleaner and unwrin- 
kled. The coarse machine stitch- 
ing that inevitably will show on a 
cheaper shoe is conspicuous by its 
absence on a good shoe. Faster
